X. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That, upon the Importation of any foreign Salt 
into this Kingdom from any Place from whence, and in the Manner in which ſuch Salt may be — im- 
ported, the Importer or Proprietor of ſuch Salt ſhall be at Liberty to 3 Bond to his Majeſty, his Heirs 
and Succeſlors, for the Payment of the Duty commonly called The Oli Subjidy, and all further Subſidies, 
Impoſts, and Duties, due and payable to and for the Cuſtoms upon ſuch Salt, within the Space of twelve 
Calendar Months from the Date of ſuch Bond, but without any Diſcount or Allowance for prompt Pay- 
ment of the ſajd Duties, or either of them; which Bond the Collector and Comptroller of his Majeſty's Cuſ- 
toms at the Port of Importation are hereby authoriſed to take in his Majeſty's Name, and thereupon to per- 
mit ſuch Salt to be entered and landed in the uſual Manner ; and if ſuch Salt ſhall be exported again within

And whereas, by reaſon of their ſuperior Skill as Seamen and + iſhermen, and as Artificers of the Im- 
plements and Utenſils necellary to the carrying on of ſuch Fiſheries, they are, by great "Temptations, 
expoſed to be ſeduced into the Service and Employ of the Subjects of foreign States: And whelcas the 
Regulations and Proviſions made in and by an Act, pailed in the hfteenth Year of his preſent Majeſty's 
Reign, herein before mentioned, are not ſufficient to prevent the Deſertion of ſuch Seamen and Þ :ther- 
men to the Service of the Subjects of foreign States; be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforclatd,

* Purchaſe of any Goods or Commodities whatſoever, from the Subjects of any forcign State ;* be it there=

* Debtor, againit whom an Exccution, Proceſs of Contempt, or Precept in the Nature of an Execution, 
is iſſued for Nonpayment of fuch Debts and Coſts, Sum or Sums of Money, as by the Order or Orders 
* of ſuch Courts ſuch Debtor or Defendant is ordered or directed to pay, but ſuch Lebtors or Detendants 
* are by ſuch Acts of Parliament to be committed to Priſon, there to remain for an indeſinite Length of

CAP, XI. 


An Act for regulating the Production of Manifeſts, and for more effectually preventing 
fraudulent Practices in obtaining Bounties and Drawbacks, and in the clandeſtine 
re-landing of Goods, 


c HEREAS the Laws now in force, made to ſecure the Payment of the Duties due on ſuch 
C Goods as are admiſſible to an Entry upon Importation into this Kingdom from foreign Parts, and 


to prevent the clandeſtine and fraudulent Importation and Exportation of prohibited Goods, and the re- 


© landing of Goods ſhipped for Exportation, intitled either to Bounty or Drawback, have been found 
© inſufficient to anſwer the good Purpoſes thereby intended ;* be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt 
Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and "Temporal, and Com- 
mens, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That, from and after the 
"Times herein after mentioned, no Goods or Commodities ſhall be imported or brought into Great Britain, 
from any Port or Place whatever, in Parts beyond the Seas, in auy Ship or Veſſel whatever, belonging 
in the Whole or in Part to his Majeſty's Subjects, unleſs the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the 
Charge or Command of every ſuch Ship or Veſlel, reſpeCtively, importing ſuch Goods, ſhall have on board 
a Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in. Writing, ſigned by ſuch Maſter or other Perſon, 
containing the Name or Names of the ſeveral and reſpective Ports or Places where the Goods in ſuch Ma- 
nifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, mentioned, ſhall have been reſpectively laden or taken on 
board, the Name and Built of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, and the true Admeaſurement or ' Tonnage thereof, ac- 
cording to the Regiſter of the ſame, together with the Chriſtian and Surname of the Maſter, or other Perſon 
having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and the Port or Place to which ſuch Ship 
or Veſſel truly belongs; and a juſt, true, correct, and particular Account of all the Cargo, and of all 
Packages of Goods fo laden or taken on board, with the ſeveral and reſpective Marks thereon ; and of the 
Particulars of the Cargo which is ſtowed looſe; and of the following Particulars, in Words at Length; 
(that is to ſay), The ſeveral and reſpective Numbers of the Packages, with a particular Deſcription thereof, 
whether Lezguer, Pipe, Butt, Puncheon, Hogſhead, Barrel, or other Caſk or Package, deicribing ſuch 
other Caſk or Package by its uſual or ordinary Name; or whether Caſe, Bale, Pack, Truſs, Cheſt, Box, 
Bundle, or other Package, or by ſuch other Name or Deſcription as the ſame is uſually called or known. 
II. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Wine of any Sort ſhall be imported 
or brought into Great Britain, from any Port or Place whatever in foreign Parts, not belonging to or 
under the Dominion of the Crown of Great Britain, in any Ship or Veſlel whatever, unleſs the Maſter, 
or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of the Ship or Vefiel in which ſuch Wine ſhall 


be laden, ſhall have on board, in like Manner, a Manifeft or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in 


Writing, made out and figned by ſuch Maſter or other Perſon, on or before the Clearing or Departure of 
every ſuch Ship or Veſſel from each and every ſuch Port or Place where ſuch Wine ſhall be laden on board, 
2 the Name of the ſeveral and reſpective Ports or Places where the Wine mentioned in ſuch Ma- 
nifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, ſhall have been fo reſpeclively laden or taken on board ; the 
Name and Built of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and the true Admeaſurement or Tonnage thereof; together with 
the Chriſtian and Surname of the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of 
ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and the Port or Place to which ſuch Ship or Vellel truly belongs; and a juſt, true, 
correct, and particular Account of the whole . r of Wine, diſtinguiſhing the gem of cach dit- 
ferent Kind, ſo taken on board as aforeſaid, and of the ſeveral and reſpective Marks upon the different 
Packages reſpectively, and, if known, the Names of the Perſons to whom the Wines are reſpectively 
contigned; and alfo, in Words at Length, the ſeveral and reſpective Numbers of the Packages, with a 
particular Deſcription thereof, whether Leaguer, Pipe, Butt, Puncheon, Hogſhead, Barrel, or other Caſk 
or Package, or ty what Name or Deſcription ſuch other Caſk or Package may be uſually called or known: 
rovided always, I hat nothing in this Act contained ſhell extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to permit any 
00s or Commodities whatever, which arc now by Law required to be accompanied with Certiſicates or 
otner Documents, to be imported into Great Britain without all and every ſuch Certificate or Certificates, or 
other Document or Documents, ſo required; but the ſame [hall, and are hereby directed and required to be 
accompanied, as well with ſuch Certificate or other Document, as with the Manitelt or Manifeſts, or Content 
or Contents, herein beſore directed; and, on Failure thereof, the Goods ſhall reſpectively continu» to be 
liable to all and every the Duties, Regulations, and Reſtrictions, and to the Fines, Penaltics, and Forfeitures, 
in all Reſpects. to which the ſame ace or ſhall be ſubject and liable by Law, as if this Act had not been made. 
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III. And be it furcher enacted, That before any Ship or Veſſel ſhall be cleared out for Great Britain 
with any Goods or Commodities whatever, from any Port or Place in any Colony, Plantation, Iſland, or 
Territory in foreign Parts, belonging to or under the Dominion of the Crown of Great Britain, the Mater, 
or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of every ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall deliver the 
Manifeſt or Content, in Writing, herein before required, to the Collector of the Cuſtotas (if there be ſich 
an Officer at or near to ſuch Place); and if there ſhall not be a Collector of the Cuſtoms there, then to the 
Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms ; and if there ſhall not be any Officer of the Cuſtoms there, then to the 
principal Officer or Magiſtrate, or ſome other Perfon by him ſpecially appointed for that Purpoſe, reſident 
at or neareſt to ſuch Place; which ſaid Collector, or other Chief Officer or N or other Perſon by 
him appointed as aforeſaid, ſhall reſpectively cauſe a Duplicate thereof to be forthwith made, and ſhall in- 
dorſe upon the original Manifeſt or Content his Name, with the Day and Year on which the ſame was 
produced to ſuch Collector or other Chief Officer or Magiſtrate, or Perſon by him appointed, as aforeſaid, 
and ſhall then return the ſaid original Manifeſt or Content, to the ſaid Maſter or other Perſon on or before 
the ctearing of any ſuch Ship or Veſſel; and ſuch Collector, or other Chief Officer or Magiſtrate, or 
other Perſon ſpecially appointed as aforeſaid, ſhall reſpectively, at and upon the clearing of every ſuch Ship 
or Veſſel as aforeſaid, immediately tranſmit the ſaid Duplicate of ſuch Manifeit or Content, fo made as 
before directed under his Hand and Seal, to the Collector and Comptroller of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms 
at = 8 in Great Britain to which the Goods are conſigned, and to which the Manifeſts reſpec- 
tively refer. 8 | 

IV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Sort of Wine ſhall be admitted 
to an Entry, on the Importation thereof into Great Britain, in any Ship or Veſſel whatever, from any 


Port or Place in Parts beyond the Seas, not belonging to or under the Dominion of the Crown of Great 


Britain, unleſs the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of each and every 
Ship or Veſſel importing the ſame, ſhall, before his Departure from the Port or Place where ſuch Wine 
is ſhipped or laden on board, verify upon Oath the Truth of the Contents of the ſaid Manifeſt or Mani- 
feſts, in reſpect of the ſaid Wine, before the Br/t;h Conſul or other Chief Pritih Officer, if there ſhall 
be any ſuch reſident at or near to the Port or Place where ſuch Wine ſhall be laden or taken on board; 


which Oath the ſaid Britiſb Conſuls, or other Chief Britiſb Officers, is and are hereby reſpectively autho- 


riſed and required to adminiſter, | 

V. And be it further enacted by the 8 aforeſaid, That if any Goods ſhall be imported or 
brought into Great Britain, in any Sbip or Veſſel whatever, belonging in the Whole or in Part to his 
Majeſty's Subjects, from any Port or Place whatever in foreign Parts, without ſuch Manifeſt or Manifeſts, 
or Content or Contents, in Writing, or ſhall not be included and deſcribed therein, or ſhall not agree there- 
with; or if any Wine ſhall be imported or brought into Great Britain by any ſuch — or Veſſel, with - 
out a Manifeſt or Manifeſts, Content or Contents, ſo verified as aforeſaid; in each and every ſuch Caſe 


the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall 


. - Sum of Money equal to double the Value of ſuch Goods, together with the full Dutics payable 
on the ſame. | 

VI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Maſter or other Perſon having or 
taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veſſel, belonging in the Whole or in Part to his Majeſty's 
Subjects, laden with Goods as aforeſaid, and bound to any Fort or Place in Great Britain, ſhall, on his 
Arrival within four Leagues of the Coaſt thereof, upon Demand, produce all and every fuch Manifeſt 
or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, which fuch Maſter or other Perſon is herein before 
directed and required to have on board his faid Ship or Veſſel, to ſuch Officer or Officers of his Majeſty's 
Cuſtoms as ſhall firſt cone on board his faid Ship or Veſſel, for his or their Examination and Inſpection, 
and ſhall deliver to ſuch Officer or Officers a true Copy thereof, reſpectively (which Copy ſhall be provided 
and ſubſcribed by the ſaid Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship 
or Veſſel) ; and that the ſeveral and reſpective Officer and Officers to whom the original Maniteſt ſhall have 
been ſo produced, ſhall certify upon the Back thereof that the fame vas produced, and alſo the Day and 
Year on which the fame was or were ſo produced, and ſuch Copy or Copies as atoreſaid, were to him or 


them delivered; and ſhall likewiſe certify upon the Back of ſuch Copy or Copies the Day and Year on 


which the fame was or were produced, and fhall forthwith tranſmit ſuch Copy or Copies to the refpective 


Collectors and Comptrollers of the ſeveral Ports to which the Goods by ſuch Mlanifeſt or Manifeſts ſhall 


appear reſpectively to be conſigned ; and that the faid Maſter, or other Perſon ſo having or taking the 
Charge or Command of any ſuch Ship” or Veſſel, ſhall in like Manner produce to the Officer or Officers 
of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms who ſhall firſt come on board ſuch Ship or Veltel, upon her Arrival within the 
Limits of any Port of Great Britain in which the Cargo, or any Part thereof, is intended to be diſcharged 
or landed, ſuch Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing as aforctaid, and ſhall alſo de- 
liver to him or them a true Copy or Copies thereof (ſuch Copy or Copics alio to be provided and ſub- 
ſcribed by the ſaid Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or 
Veſſel), the Production of which ſaid Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, and the 
Delivery of ſuch Copy or Copies thereof, to be delivered as is herein before directed, ſhall alſo be certified 
to have been ſo produced and delivered as aforeſaid, by the ſaid Officer or Officers of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms 
who ſhall fo firſt come on board the ſaid Ship or Veſſel, on her Arrival within the Limits of any ſuch 
Port, upon the Back of the ſaid original Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, with 


the particular Day and Year, and the Jime when ſuch Manifeit or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in 


Writing, was or were produced to ſuch Officer or Officers, and when he or they ſo received the faid Cop 
or Copies thereof; and ſuch Officer or Officers is and are hereby required forthwith to tranſmit, or cauſe

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to be tranſmitted, the ſaid Copy or Copies of the ſaid Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in 
Writing, to the Collector and Comptroller of that Port: Provided always, That nothing herein containcd 
ſhall be conſtrued to extend to require of ſuch Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Com- 
mand of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, the Delivery of more than one Copy of the Manifeſt or Manifeſts, Content 
or Contents, reſpectively, which he 1s hereby directed to have on board, to the Officer or Officers atore- 
ſaid, who ſhall firſt come on board of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, within four Leagues of the Coaſt of Great Bri- 
tain, and to none other who ſhall afterwards come on board, within the Diftance aforefaid ; and one

Port or Place in Great Britain, then, and in ſuch Caſe, that the Collector and Comptroller ſhall certity

VII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if the Ma{ter, or other Perſon having 
or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veſſel laden as aforeſaid, and bound to any Port or 
Place in Great Britain, (hall not, upon his Arrival within the Limits of any Port in Great Britain as afore- 
{aid, or within four Leagues of the Coaſt thereof, produce ſuch Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Con- 
tents, in Writing, to the Officer and Officers of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms as aforeſaid, upon Demand there- 
of, and alſo give ſuch Copy or Copies thereof as aforefaid to the Officer or Officers of his Majeſty's Cuſ- 
toms who ſhall firſt come on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel, upon her Arrival, as aforeſaid, within any Port in 
Great Britain, where the Cargo, or any Part thereof, is intended to be diſcharged or landed, or ſhall not 
give an Account of the Deſtination of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, or ſhall give a falſe Account of the Deſtination 
thereof, in order to evade the Production of the Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, 
the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, ſhall forfeit 
a Sum equal to double the Value of the Goods, together with the full Duties due and payable thereon ; and 
if ſuch Officer or Officers firit coming on board, within the Diſtance or Limits aforeſaid, ſhall neglect or 
refuſe to certify on the Back of ſuch Manifeſt or Manifeſts, or Content or Contents, the Production thereof, 
and the Delivery of ſuch Copies, reſpectively, as are herein before directed and required to be delivered to 
ſuch Officer or Officers, every ſuch Officer, ſo neglecting or refuſing, ſhall forfeit and pay the Sum of one 
hundred Pounds, : 

VIII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforcſaid, That if, after the Arrival of any 
Ship or Veſlel ſo laden with Goods as aforeſaid, and bound to Great Britain, either when within 
the Limits of any of the Ports of Great Britain, or within four Leagues of the Coaſt thereof, 
Bulk ſhall be broken, or any Part of the Cargo of ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall be unladen or unſhip-. 
ped with Intention to be laid on Land, or unſhipped for any other Purpoſe whatever, out of ſuch 
Ship or Veſſel as aforeſaid, within the Limits or Diſtance aforeſaid, before ſuch Ship or Veſt ſhall 
come to the proper Place for the Diſcharge of her Cargo, or any Part thereof, and ſhall be there duly au- 
thoriſed by the proper Officer or Officers of the Cuſtoms to unlade the ſame, the Maſter, or other Perfon 
having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and the Mate or other Perſon next in 
Command, ſhall reſpectively forfeit and loſe the Sum of two hundred Pounds, except in caſe of unavoid- 
able Neceſſity and Diſtreſs of Weather, or other unavoidable Accident, Neceility, or Diſtreſs, of which 
Neceſſity and Diſtreſs, or other unavoidable Accident, the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the 
Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall give Notice to, and (together with two or more of the 
Mariners on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel) ſhall make Proof, upon Oath, before the Collector or other Chief 
Officer of the Cuſtoms of the Port within the Limits of which ſuch Accident, Neceſſity, or Diſtreſs ſhall 
happen, or before the Collector or other Chief Officer of the firſt Port in Great Britain, within the Limits 
of which ſuch Ship or Vellel ſhall afterwards arrive, if the ſaid Accident, Neceſſity, or Diftreſs ſhall hare 
happened, not within the Limits of any Port, but within four Leagues of the Coaſt of Great Bri- 
tam 28 Oath the ſaid Collector or other Chief Officer is hereby authoriſed and required to ad- 
miniſter), | . 

IX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if, upon the Arrival of any Ship or Veſ- 
ſel within the Limits of any Port in Great Britain, for the Diſcharge of the Cargo, or any Part thereof, 
there ſhall be any Goods which, from Neceſſity, or from the Nature of the Cargo, muſt be unavoidably 
ſtowed, either in the Cabbin, or between the Decks, or upon the Decks, or in the Stecrage, Forecaſtle, 
or other Place or Places, out of the Main Hold of any ſuch Ship or Vellel (fave and except ſuch Part of 
the Cargo as is ſtowed in the Chains, or in other Parts on the Outlide of ſuch Ship or Veſſel), in ſuch Caſe 
the Officer or Officers of the Cuſtoms who ſhall firſt go on board, ſhall, before he or they ſhall leave the 
Ship or Veſſel, mark or ſeal ſuch ſeveral and reſpective Packages, in ſuch Manner as ſuch Officer or Officers 
ſhall be directed by the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, or any four or more of them, in England, or the 

ommiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, or any three or more of them, in Scatland, for the Time being, and ſhall 

eep a particular Account thereof; which Mark or Seal ſhall not be altered, defaccd, or broken, before the 

oods contained in ſuch Packages ſhall be ene landed, either at the lawful Quays, or at ich e 
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Places as ſhall from Time to Time be allowed for that Purpoſe, by ſpecial Sufferance and Leave fr 
Commitlioners and Officers of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, and under the Authority of an Order from — 
Landing Waiters, and likewiſe in the Preſence of ſuch ſuperior Officer or Officers as the ſaid Com- 
yr of the Cuſtoms, in England and Scotland reſpectively, ſhall appoint to ſee ſuch Packages 
opened, 

X. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any of the Marks or Seals which ſhall 
have been put upon any of the Packages as before directed, ſhall be altered, defaced, or broken, by the 
Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of the Ship or Veſſel on board of which 
ſuch Offence or Offences ſhall be committed, or by any of the Crew, or ſhall be committed by any other 
Perſon, with the Lignng For Conſent of the ſaid Maſter or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Com- 
mand of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, every ſuch Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Com- 
mand of ſuch Ship or Veſſel; and alſo the Mate, or ſuch Perſon as ſhall be next in Command to ſuch 


Maſter or other Perſon having the Charge and Command as aforeſaid, ſhall, for each and every Offence 
ſo committed, forſeit two hundred Pounds. 


XI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Maſter or other Perſon having or 


taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veſlel, in which ſuch Goods ſhall be ſo imported or brought 
as aforeſaid into Great Britain, ſhall, within twenty-four Hours after the Arrival of ſuch Ship or Veſſe] at 
ſuch Places reſpeCtively as ſhall hereafter be fixed upon and appointed for that Purpoſe by the Commiſſion- 
ers of the Cuſtoms, or any four or more of them, in Enelmnd, or the Commiſſianers of the Cuſtoms 
or any three or more of them, in Scotland, for the Time being, make E 
Burtlien, Contents, and Lading of ſuch Ship or Veſlel, with the particular Marks, Numbers, and Contents 
of every Parcel of Goods then laden on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel, to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belief, 
and do and perform every Act and Thing in relation thereto, before the Cuſtomer, Collector, or other Chief 


Officer of the Cuſtoms of the ſaid Port, openly in the Cuſtom-houſe at the ſame Port, in the Manner di- 


rected and required by an Act, paſſed in the thirteenth and fourteenth Years of the Reign of his late Majeſty 
King CHARLES the Second, intituled, Az Act for preventing Frauds, and regulating Abuſes in his Majeſty's 
Cuſioms, under the Penalty of the Forfeiture of one hundred Pounds; and the ſaid Maſter or other Perſon 
ſhall, at the Time he ſo makes his Report or Entry of his Ship upon Oath at the Cuſtom-houſe as aforeſaid, 
deliver to the Collector, or other Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms at the faid Port, the Manifeſt or Manifeſts, 
or Content or Contents, in Writing, as before directed to accompany their reſpective Cargoes, and to be 
on board every Ship or Veſſel in which Goods ſhall be fo imported or brought as aforeſaid into Great By; 
2 and if the ſaid Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of any ſuch Ship 
or 
as aforeſaid, to the ſaid Collector or other Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms, at the Time he ſo makes his Re- 
port or Entry of his uy upon Oath at the Cuſtom-houſe as aforeſaid, every ſuch Maſter, or other Perſon 
ſo having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall, tor every ſuch Offence, forteit 
and loſe the Sum of two hundred Pounds. | 

XII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Package whatever, which fall 
have been reported by the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking.the Charge or Command of any Ship 
or Veſſel in Manner herein before directed, ſhall be wanting, and not found on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel, 
in conformity to ſuch Report; or if the Goods reported ſhall not agree with the Maniteſt or Manifeſts, 
Content or Contents; or if either the Report or Manifeſt or Manifeſts ſhall not agree with the Cargo found 
on board of ſuch Veſlel or Veflels; then and in every ſuch Caſe, the Maſter, or other Perſon having or 
taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall forfeit and loſe the Sum of two hundred 
Pounds: Provided nevertheleſs, That in caſe any Goods ſhall be imported without ſuch Manifeſt or Mani- 
feſts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, as herein before is directed; or in caſe the Manifeſt or Mani-

An Act for the Encouragement of the Southern Whale Fiſhery. 
« HEREAS it is proper to encourage, by new and additional Premiums, the Fiſhery carried on 


by his Majeſty's European Subjects in the Seas to the Southward of the Greenland Seas and 
© Davis's Streights, for the Purpoſe of taking Whales and other Creatures found in thoſe Seas: And whereas 
© it is of Importance that immediate Effect ſhould be given to ſuch new and additional Premiums ; for 
« which Reaſon it is neceſſary to repeal the Laws by which the preſent Premiums are granted ;” be it there- 
fore enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That, from and after the fifteenth Day of June one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix, ſo much of 
an Act, paſſed in the hfteenth Year of the Reign of his preſent ap. ray intituled, An A# for the Encourage- 
ment of the 7 carried on from Great Britain, Ireland, aud the Britiſh Dominions in Europe; and for 
*curing the Return of the Fiſhermen, Sailors, and others employed in the ſaid Fiſheries, to the Ports thereof at 
the End of the Fiſhing Seaſon, as relates to the Whale Fiſhery carried on to the Southward of the Green- 
land Seas and Davis's Streights : And allo ſo much of another Act paſled in the ſixteenth Year of the Reign 
of his preſent Myeſty, intituled, An A for the further Encouragement of the Whale Fiſhery, carried on 
from Great Britain and Ireland, and the Britiſh Dominions in Europe, and for. regulating the Fees to be

An Act for better ſecuring the Duties on Starch, and for preventing Frauds on the 
e ſaid Duties. 


6 HEREAS, notwithſtanding the many Laws made for ſecuring the Duties on Starch, and for 
0 protecting the fair Trader, many groſs Frauds are {till frequently practiſed by various Perſons, to 
the great Loſs of the Revenue, and the Injury of the fair Trader :* For Remedy thereof, be it enacted by 
the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and "I em- 
poral, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, T hat, from 
and after the twenty-fourth Day of June one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-ſix, before any Starch ſhall 
be put into the Stove or any other Place to dry (except for cruſting), all ſuch Starch ſhall be put or 2 
in Ro and ſhall be tied in Manner herein after directed; ns that when any Starch-maker ſhall be 
defirous of papering Starch for drying, he, ſhe, or they, ſhall give to the Officer tor the Duties on Starch, 
of the Diviſion or Diſtrict where his, her, or their Starch-houſe is ſituated, twelve Hours Notice. in Writ- 
ing, if ſuch Starch-houſe ſhall be ſituated within the Limits of the Chief Office of Exciſe in London, or if 
ſuch Starch-houſe ſhall be ſituated in any other Part of Great Britain, twenty-four Hours Notice in Writ- 
ing, of the particular Lime and Hour when he, ſhe, or they, intend to begin to paper his, her, or their 
Starch for drying, and ſhall in ſuch Notice expreſs the N — 2 of Pieces intended to be papered, and into 
what particular Stove or other Drying- place ſuch Pieces are intended to be put to dry; and in caſe ſuch

for aſcertaining, eſtabliſhing, and recovering certain Duties in lieu of the ancient and 
cuſtomary Droits, for the Support and Maintenance of the ſaid Pier; for widening, 
aving, repairing, cleanſing, lighting, and watching the Streets, Lanes, Highways, 
and publick Paſſages in the Town of Margate, and Pariſh of Saint Jobn the Baptiſt, in 
the ſaid Iſle of Thanet; for ſettling the Rates of Porters, Chairmen, Carters, and 
Carmen within the ſaid Town; and for preventing Encroachments, Nuiſances, and 
Annoyances therein, 


HERE As the ancient Town of Aargate, in the County of Kent, hath, from Time immemorial, 
had a Pier and Harbour very convenient tor, and advantageous to the "T'rade and Navigation of 
© the Nation at large, in the Preſervation of Shipping in Streſs of Weather, and in Time of War; as well 
ns for the exporting and importing of many Sorts ot Commodities: And wiercas the Welfare not only of 
the faid Town of Margate, but of the adjacent Country, depends very much upon the Maintenance of 
the ſaid Pier; and although an Act of Parliament was paſſed in the eleventh Year of the Reign of 
Ring George the Firſt, to enable the Pier Wardens of the ſaid Town of Aas gate more eſtectually to reco- 
er the ancient and cuſtomary Droits for the Support and Maintenance of the ſaid Pier; yet the fame,

C HEREAS the Laws now in being reſpecting Maſters and Apprentices do not provide ſufficient preamble,

and cleanſing of Chimneys are liable, beyond any other Employment whatſoever, in which Boys of tender

Perſon or Perſons as aforeſaid, any of the Goods or Chattels which ſhall have been fo knowingly and un- 
lawfully pawned, pledged, or exchanged as aforeſaid, ſhall be found, and the Property of the Owner or 
Owners from whom the ſame ſhall have been unlawfully obtained or taken ſhall be made out to the Satiſ- 
faction of any ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, by the Oath of one or more credible Witneſs or Witneſles, or if 
any ſuch Witneſs or Witnelics ſhall be of the People called Puaters, by folemn Affirmation, or by the 
Confeſſion of the Perſon or Perſons charged with any ſuch Offence, any ſuch Juitice or Juſtices ſhall there- 
upon cauſe the Goods and Chattels found on any ſuch Search, and unlawfully pawned, pledged, or 
exchanged as aforcſaid, to be forthwith reſtored to the Owner or Owners thereof. 

IX. And whereas Goods and Chattels are often pawned or pledged for ſecuring the Payment of Money 
ent thereon, and the Profit thereof, and afterwards the Borrowers, or their Repreſentatives, are deſirous 
to repay the ſame, and the Profit due thereon, and make Fender thereof to the Perſon or Perſons with 
* whom the ſame are ſo pawned or pledged ; yet they are frequently under great Difficulties to get back the 
Goods and Chattels ſo pawned, and are often under a Neceſſity to commence Suits at Law tor the Re- 
* covery thereof, to their great Expence: For Remedy whereof, be it further enacted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, "I'hat, from and after the End of this preſent Seſſion of Parliament, if any Goods or Chattels 
ſhall be pawned or pledged for ſecuring any Money lent thereon, not exceeding in the whole the principal 
Sum of ten Pounds, and the Profit thereof, and if within one Year aſter the pawning or pledging thereof 
(Proof having been made on Oath or Affirmation as aforeſaid, by one or more credible Witneſs or Wit- 
neſſes, and by producing the Note or Memorandum directed to be given by this Act as alorelaid, before any 
{uſtice or Juſtices, to the Satisfaction of any ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, of the pawning or pledging of any 
uch Goods or Chattels within the ſaid Space of one Year) anv ſuch Pawner or VFawners, who Was or 
were the real Ovyner or Owners of ſuch Goods of Chattels at the Jime of the pawmng or pledging thereof, 
his; her, or their Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, ſhall tender unto the Perſon or Perſons who lent, 
on the Security of the CGocds or Chattels pawned, his Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Afigzns, the principal 
Honey borrowed thereon, and Profit according to tne "Table of Rates by this Act eſtabliſhed, and the Perſon 
who took ſuch Goods or Chattels in Pawn, his Executors, Admunitrators, or Aihgns, {hall thereupon, 
witaout ſhewing reaſonabie Cauſe for ſo doing, to the Satisfaction of ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices, neglect or 
tuſe to deliver bick tie Goods or Chattels fo pawned for any Sum or Sums of Money not exceeding the 
lad principal Sum of ten Pounds, to the Perfon or Perſons who borrowed the Money thereon, his, her, 
or their Executors, Adminiſtrators or Aſligns, then, and in any ſuch Caſe, on Oata or Affirmation as 
eforeſaid thereof made by the Pawner or P:wwners thereof, his, her, or their Exccutors, Adminiftrators, or 
Alligns, or ſome other credible Perſon, any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Bi- 
"non, City, Liberty, Lowa, or Place, where the Perion or Perſons who took ſuch Pawn as aforclaid, 
"ls Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, thall dwell, on the Application of the Borrower or Borrowers, 
is, her, or wm Exccutors, Adminiſtrators, or Afigns, is and hereby required to cauſe ſuch 1 or 
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Perſons wao took ſuch Pawn, his, her, or their Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, within the Juriſ- 
diction of the ſuſtice Dr to come before ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices; and ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices is 
and are hereby authoriſed and required to examine on Oath, or ſolemn Affirmation, as the Caſe may re- 
quire, the Parties themſelves, and ſuch other credible Perſon or Perſons as ſhall appear before him or them 
touching the Premiſes; and if Fender of the prircipal Money due, and all Profit thereof as aforeſaid, (hall 


be proved by Oata or Atrmation as aforeſaid to have been made (ſuch principal Money not exceeding the 


ſaid Sum-of ten Pounès) to the Lender or Lenders thereof, his, her, or their Executors, Adminiſtrators 
or Aſſigns, by the Botrrower or Borrowers of ſuch principal Money, his, her, or their Executors, Admi.

or Chattels, then, on Payment by tne Borrower or Borrowers, his, her, or their Executors, Adminiſtra- 
tors, or Alligus, of ſuch principal Money, and the Profit due thereon, as aforeſaid, to the Lender or 
Lenders, his, her, or tacir Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns; and in caſe the Lender or Lenders, his

mall neglect or refuſe to deliver up or make Satisfaction for the Goods or Chattels which ſhall be fo proved,

twelve Years, or to be intoxicated with Liquor; or purciaſe, or take in Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange 
the Note or Memorandum . aforeſaid of any other Pawnbroker ; nor buy any Goods or Chattels, in th: 
Courſe of his, her, or their Trade or Buſineſs, before the Hour of Eight of the Clock in the Forenoon, or 
alter the Hour of. Seven of the Clock in the Evening, throughout the Year; nor receive or take in (3co!; 
or Chattels by way of Pawn, Pledge, or in Exchange, before Eight of the Clock in the Forenoon, or 
after Nine of the Clock in the Evening, between Michaelmas Day and Lady Day following, or before Seven 
of the Clock in the Forenoon, or after "Ten of the Clock in the Evening, during the Remainder of th:

Notes or Memorandums are to be delivered gratis, and of the Expence of obtaining a ſecond Note or 
Memorandum, where the former one has been loſt, miſlaid, deſtroyed, or fraudulently obtained, and place 
the ſame in a conſpicuous Part or Parts of the Shop or other Place wherein he, ſhe, or they ſhall carry on 
ſuch Trade and Buſineſs, ſo as to be viſible to, and legible by, the Perſons pledging Goods and Chattels 
{ſtanding in the ſeveral Boxes or Places provided for ſuch Perſons coming to pawn or redeem Goods and 
Chattels at ſuch Shop. 

XVII. And, for tae better manifeſting by whom the Trade and Buſineſs of a Pawnbroker ſhall hereafter 
be carried on, be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That, from and after tne End of this prejent 
Seſſion of Parliament, all and every Perſon or Perſons who ſhall follow ur carry on the Trade and Bulinels 
of a Pawnbroker, ſhall cauſe to be painted or written, in large legible Characters, over the Door of each 
Shop or other Place by him, her, or them reſpectively made uſe of for carrying on that Trade and Buſineſs, 
the Chriſtian and Surname or Names of the Perfon or Perſons fo carrying on the faid Frade or Buſineſs, and 
the Word Pawnbreker or Pawnbrokers, as the Caſe may be, following the ſame, upon Pain of forteiting 
the Sum of ten Pounds for every Shop or Place which ſhall be ſo made uſe of for the Space of one Week,
